' punk band in Boston. 10 years worth of touring, records,! 

' and shows has gotten them only mild success. This has not kept Ed, Pete, 
and R 06 S from playing great shows, writing great songs, and recording great 
records no matter who is , or isn’t listening. 

Ed : The band started in 92' up in Maine...but, it pretty 
much sucked until Pete and Ross joined, which was 
in 97' or 98'. We had put out something on the first 
"Runt of The Litter", and put out a CD. ..actually our 
second CD had just come out. We had a lot of energy 
back in those days. Our second CD had just come 
out, and we set up the CD release shows and the 
drummer and rhythm guitarist quit. But we had these 
shows scheduled, upstairs at the Middle East, and it 
was going to be our big thing.... 

Nol3: And you didn't even show up? 

Ed: No, I went to a show [the night they quit] and, I 
had known Pete because he would come to our 
shows. And 1 said to him "Do you know anyone that 
plays guitar?" and he said "Yeah, I kind of do"... and I 
said "Kind of?.. .Your in." We're friends with Nancy 
from WMBR and 1 saw her and asked if she knew 
any drummers who were looking for s gig, and she 
mentioned Ross. I had known Ross from The 
Babyshakers, because we played down here (Jacques) 
together a couple times, and we played Nancy's 
birthday show together. So, I asked him to come 
down and see how it goes, and it all just fell into 
place. We ended up playing with only 2 weeks of 
practice. 

Nol3 : What have you guys done between then and 
now? f* 

Pete : The first thing we put out was a 7" called 
"Negative Mental Images" when we were still a 4 
piece. With Dan who is no longer in the band, still 
comes to the shows and is a pain in the ass. (laughter) 

Don't print that 
Nol3 : The one with the head? 

Ross : Yeah, The LawnMower Head Ve did that with 
Joe at Awave (< — ?) studios. We did it all in one 
day, because that's just the way we like to do it. We 
did the mastering on a different day. That was a lot 
of fim. Those were "The Virus" sessions because we 
were all sick that day. 

Pete : No that was the last one. The 10". 

Ross : Oh, yeah. After that we had some tracks left 
over, and Ron from Fan Attic Records put out a split 
with us and Zippo Raid.

Nol3 : Were did you go? 

Pete : We went to D C. We also went through Baltimore, but 
we didn't play there. 

Ed : Our new favorite tour route is down to D.C. and back. 

On our first tour we went to Kentucky and Chicago, then we 
went up to Toronto... it was all kinds of craziness we had like 
10 hour drives. Like 3,000 miles to drive. It takes 10 hours to 
drive from one end of Indiana to the other... in case anyone 
wants to know. 

Pete : We went out with Zippo Raid and Johnee 
Earthquake. . . .oh wait, it was Bratface and Nobody's Heroes. 
Ross : We learned allot about touring... like not bringing other 
bands with us. 

Ed: Nobody's Heroes was like us. They lost the drummer and 
the bass player as soon as they got back. 

Ross : It was stressful going from Kentucky to Chicago to 
Toronto in one week. 

Pete : Last year wasn't stressful at all. We went all by 
ourselves and we made sure that no driving trip was over 4 
hours. And most [of the drives] were less. There was no 
stress, and we camped out too for $5 a night. 

Nol3: You guys stayed in campsites huh? 

Ed : Yeah, you pull in, you got a showers... 

Pete : Allot of the time you don't even have to deal with a 
person, you can just put the money in an envelope and put it 
in a box. 

Ed : We travel first class and eat like kings eveiy night. 

Nol3 : So why do you guys think you haven't gotten more 
popular than you are? The band has been around for more 
than 10 years, you've put out a bunch of records and toured 
and no ones heard of you. 

Ed: I think that there's 3 reasons. We never send any thing out 
to any labels or anything, because we can [put out our 
records] ourselves. Because of that we don't have wide 
distribution, it's pretty much just record stores we harass and 
people that buy them at our shows. Um, the second is.... I 
think that over 10 years the band has been togeather. this is 
probably the third interview we've ever done. (Laughter) 

Um, but I think the biggest reason is that we don't kiss any 
ass. 1 don't think we should have to. 

Nol3 : You shouldn't have to. 

Ed : Allot of the bands that do get popular.... 

Nol3: They've got the schmooze factor. 

Ed:. ..yeah and we're just not good at that. 

Nol3: What's coming up? Are you going into the studio ? 
You said earlier that you were booking a tour? 

Pete : We're working on the tour for the summer right now. 
Ifs in the call back stages. Lots of E-mail's and phone calls. 
Some places want us to call back the month before, they 
don't want to deal with it until the last minute. So basically 
we're at that stage... the final stage hopefully. And then the 
record/CD. 

Nol3 : Wait, your going to put it on CD or on Vinyl? 

Ed : Well, we haven't done a CD since Pete and Ross joined 
the band. 

Ross . We'd like to do both. 

Pete : Less records, of course. 

Ed : One of the happiest days I've ever had was when we got 
the 10" test pressings back. 


Ed: Ifs a big record and ifs ours. And we have more 
records than there are record players in the greater Boston 
area but 

Ross : Eric from The Medveds is setting up a studio, and 
we're going to do the "real" musician thing and record the 
tracks separate. He's doing it for free because ifs a learning 
process for him and hopefully it won't sound like shit. 

Pete : We've never done it one part at a time. 

Ed : We've always recorded "live". 

Nol3: Lots of times [recording part by part] sounds 
canned. 

Pete . We're not really tied down to it, if we don't like the 
way it sounds then we just won't use it. 

Ed : Ifs great because he's doing it for us for free. 

Nol3 : More tracks for a Johnee Earthquake CD single.

Nol3: But that's your label. 

Jonee : That's our fake label.

Jonee: It's our pirate label. Hence, our last CD single "Up With Piracy!" We're advocating people steal music or make their own. 

Nol3: It was clever because it was pirate-esk music, with lyrics about piracy. Very clever!
